A New aTo* to » Past of the Orehar*!. 
Mr. Albert Koebele, who ia in Aus- 


tralia collecting beneficial insects, has 
gent to the state board of horticultnre of 
California a new ladybird that preys on 
the cottony cushion scale. It was through 
the instrumentality of Mr. Koebele that 
tbe Vedalia cardinalis was introduced 
into California and accomplished a work 
which was without precedent in the an- 
nals of economic entomology. 


This new ladybird is called Novius 


Koebelei, and ia slightly smaller than 
Vedalia, the mature beetle averaging 
•bout one-eighth of an inch in length. 
Only three specimens were received, 
and these were placed in a small jar in- 
fested with the scale. One of the in- 
sects died, but two of them changed to 
the chrysalis state and in a few days 
perfect beetles emerged, which were 
fortunately male and female. 
Three 


days later the femule deposited eggs, 
which hatched in five days. The young 
larvae were carefully reared, and, .after 
passing through three molts, changed 
into the pupa state, and fifty-five per- 
fect beetles were secured in just thirty- 
one days from tbe eggs. 


When liberated out trees they will no 


doubt pass through their transforma- 
tion in much less time, so that there will 
be thousands of beetles for distribution 
very soon. It is to be hoped that they 
will be as efficient as the ladybirds of 
Mr. Koebele's original importation.— 
Garden and Forest. 


Five New VTord*. 


The following new words with their 


meanings have been coined by *he New 
York Herald: 


Typine — A typewriting machine. The 


accent falls upon the last syllable— 
typo-een. 


Typer — A male operator on the typine. 
Typess — A female operator on the ty- 


pine. 


To Type — To write on the typine. 
Typescript — Typewritten, or typewrit- 


ten manuscript, 


It may aid the memory to state that 


the first word, "typine," is formed by 
taking the first and last syllables of the 
expression, "typewriting machine," and 
that it means the same as the complete 
expression. 
Also that the last one, 


"typescript," is formed by taking the 
first one and the last two syllables of the 
expression, "typewritten manuscript," 
and changing, for the sake of euphony, 
the ' 'u" of the second syllable into an "o." 


There ia a vacancy in the English ypr 


cabulary which these words fill. The 
typewriting industry has sprung up 
withirj ft comparatively short time, but 
no words have cozu3 into general use to 
meet the requirements of the pe. w sjtua- 
tion. A general movement would quickly 
establish them. 


Electricity In 


Is electricity dutiable? Can it be stolen? 


In France it was a moot point until a 
short time ago whether i\p electricity 
-.upply company was a Bociete civile or 
a societe commerciale, a matter of no 
little importance to investors, who in 
the latter case won)4 only be liable for 
the amount of their shares. A societo 
eorninerciale, it appears, ia one whicjj 
li.ia for its principal object "the nccom 
plishment of acts of commerce," such 
as buying raw material and reselling it 
at a profit, manufactured or in its nat- 
ural state. 


The Edison company, of 8t, Etienne, 


summoned before the tribunal of com- 
merce of that town by one of its cus- 
tomers, dfacliijed to submit to tho juris- 
diction of the court OB the ground that 
the supply of electricity from a centra) 
station did not constitute a commercial 
act; "tho company only sold a product 
which it gatliored from nature and 
which was a, res nullins." The tribune 
of commerce nevertheless declared it- 
self competent to try the case, and ou 
appeal its decision was upheld, so that 
in France, at any rate, electricity when 
supplied from a contra! station must be 
deemed a manufactured article. — Elec- 
cricity.

Progressive Tax on liaulielom. 


The bill for staying tho depopulation 


of France, which M. Le Roy is preparing 
to lay before the chamber, is by no 
means a laughing matter, as the French 
bachelor of thp future may discover. 
For among its provisions is p. proposal to 
put 8 progressive tax upon bachelors, 
while, on the other hand, creating a 
sliding scale pf taxation, to be reduced 
In proportion to tke number of children 
ia a family. 


M, Le Roy proposes to follow English 


law in reducing tho legal age at which 
man becomes his own master to twenty- 
one, and in giving » woman the right of 
compelling the father of her child tv 
recognize and provide for his offspring, 
It was none too soon thjtj; this last pro- 
vision became French law &s well &? 
English law.— Pall Mall Gazette.

The reason of this of course 
in that the heat of the water acts on the 
skin and causes it to expand before it 
has time to affect the fruit itself; hence 
the skin becomes detached and can be 
peeled off without great difficulty.—
